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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that the term "communications 
application" referring to the term "web browsing software" as in the specification (page 10, lines 8-14), not "substitute identifiers" as 
Examiner's interpretation. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant is remined that only claimed subject matter, not the specification is the measure of the 
invention. Limitations in the specification cannot be read into the claims for the purpose of avoiding the prior art. See In re Self, 213 USPQ 
1,5 (CCPA 1982); In re Priest, 199 USPQ 11,15 (CCPA 1978). The Examiner has a duty and responsibility to the public and to Applicant 
to interpret the claims as broadly as reasonably possible during prosecution (see In re Prater, 56 CCPA 1381, 415 F.2d 1393, 162 USPQ 
541 (1969) ). 

Applicant further asserts that there is no "transmitting to a remote server on the network a request for communications application stored 
on the server to be downloaded a terminal connected to the network" in the Gabber reference. 

Examiner respectfully point out that Gabber discloses a method having server sites capable of being browsed by users based on 
identifiers received into sites. Specifically, Gabber discloses a method of communicating over a public data network, the method 
comprising: transmitting to a remote server (110a fig.2) on the network a request for communications application (substitute identifiers) 
stored on the server to be downloaded (transmitted) to a terminal (105a fig.2) connected to the network (implementing a process 
automates in response to a "basic authentication request", substitute identifiers are transmitted on demand from servers without any 
intervention from the user which is a common procedure used by servers to identify users on the World Wide Web, see abstract, fig.2, 
col. 5 line 47 to col.6 line 17 and col.7 lines 19-37) . 
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
